Or, perhaps, try a 7824 three-terminal regulator betwixt the B+ rail 
and the module's +V rail. (Yes, it's a horrid thing). For (almost) 28V, 
two or three silicon diodes in the common lead ("ground") of the regulator 
will increase the output voltage. 7824s want to see at least 27V at the 
input, and the upper limit is 40V (plus the diode drops if you do that); 
they do need a bit of a heat-sink and input and output should be bypassed 
to the ground with ~Q0.1mF condensers, but with some fiddling it can be 
made into a very compact package, especially the TO-220 version. 

...Just a suggestion for the inveterate tinkerer!

Back to the 392 audio... 


While the suggestion of the 3-terminal regulator for the audio module is 
certainly workable, I would like to suggest an alternative. Since Mike 
has discovered that the module is already set to run off the filament 
line, why not just use the split supply design which puts 22 VAC on the 
filaments everywhere except at the audio module, where the 22VAC can be 
rectified and filtered and made into adequate DC. The audio module does 
not need regulated voltage, and by xnotx having a series regulator taking 
40+VDC down to 24 VDC things will stay cooler. The set can be run using 
either the tube or the ss module, since the tube does not care if it sees 
DC on its filaments. Furthermore, either an AC-DC split supply or a DC-DC 
supply can be used. Since the audio module is not going to see the B+ 
line, this line can be anything from 22 to 40+ VDC until caps start 
frying.

Is Mullard still manufacturing tubes?? 


Nope. Their later production suffered from "legendardy english 
quality". (Their small signal tubes always had a tendency towards 
being noisy.) 


What about other western European makers?? Sylvania in Holland?? 


All gone. The Amperex (Philips) line in Holland is gone. So is the 
Sylania line they owned in Penna. Even Japan (NEC, Hitachi) is gone. 


Or is tube manufacturing now restricted to China and Russia?? 


The only receiving tube manufacturing outside the former iron curtain 
is Richardson in the US, and maybe still GE/MPD in the US. 


I'm not sure what Eimac is doing these days, but that's not receiving 
tubes... 


There are about half a dozen tube factories in Russia. Some are 
pretty good, some are godawful. The Chinese tubes are mostly 
godawful, although they make respectable 12A*7's. (The Chinese power 
tubes are almost uniformly gassy, trapped in the plates.) 


There is (or was) a factory in the former Czechoslovakia. They are 
still being made in some part of the former Yugoslavia, but can't get 
here due to the embargo. 


The East Germans and Hungarians signed off in the last few years. 


Basically, NOS is the primary source. The US DoD is the biggest 
feeder of that, they were buying like mad into the 1980's.
